Infoꝛmers, then to cauſe any refozmation ofthe abuſes in the offendoz,as it is found by daily and generall experience, and in the 
execution thereof fox the moſt part it hath happened, foꝛ that the innocent and guiitleſſe perſons being freebythe pzoutfions and 
exceptions therein, are neuertheleſſe ſued and troubled by reaſou ofthe doubtfulneſſe and expoſition thereof: And the nocent and 
great olfendoꝛs by the pzactiſe and agreement ofthe Jnfozmers foz ſome pꝛiuate gaine eſcape vnpuniſbed, without retozmation 
of the offence oz bencfit to his Maieſtie. And koꝛalmuch as vpon due conſideration of the conucniencieofthis Zawe, andthe 
ſkate ofthis Kingdomein that point it doethnot appeare: but that as there is much arrable land ol that nature become paſture, 
ſo is there by reaſon thereof, much moꝛe other lands ofoldpaſture, and waſte, and woodlands where the plough neuer entred, as 
well ag of the ſame paſture lands, ſo heretofoze conuerted become errable, and by husbandꝛie made fruitfull with coꝛne, and la 
will daily be increaſed if the pꝛite of cozne ſball ariſe, whereofyet God be thanked) here hath beene no want, iuſomuchas the 
quantitie and qualitie oferrable and Coꝛne⸗lands at this day doth much excecdthe quantitie that was at the time ofmaking the 
ſaid Laws. And that there is rather want of paſture foꝛ bꝛeed and feed of Cattell and ſbeepe, as appeares by the Tcarcitie and 
deareneſſe of Beeues and Muttons. wherein there is allo a common and generall necelsitie and le fulnes alwell as ok coꝛne, 
which as the want thereof ſball appeare, oz the pzice thereof increaſe, all oꝛ a great partofthoſe lands which were heretofoꝛe con⸗ 
nertedfrom errable to paſture, and haue ſithence gotten heart, ſtrength. and fruitfulnelle, will be reduced to Coꝛne lands againe, 
to the great increaſe of graine to the Common⸗ wealth, and pꝛoliteto each man in his pꝛiuate.
